Washington, July 29.—(APj — 


State governments 
are 
saving 


about 15 million dollars a year by 
cutting down on the use of their 
passenger automobiles and trucks. 


This is an estimate by \.\v. OPA 


which two years ago started ask- 
ing states' help in saving gasoline 
and tire wear by reducing the 
mileage on their motor vehicles. 


OPA wanted the mileage re- 


duced. Instead of having the fed- 
eral government step in, it asked 
the states to do the job. The gov- 
ernors were asked 
to 
appoint 


mileage administrators. 


The idea seeped down to local 


communities. 
Now. besides the 


•18 states, about 4,000 counties and 
cities arc taking part. 


The main intention: To reduce 


mileage 
on 
motor 
vehicles — 


whether owned by states, counties 
or cities—by 40 per cent. 
• • * 


That goal has by no means been 


reached' by all the states. OPA 
officials say that 46 states are 
truly taking part but that so far 
Louisiana and Texas have given 
little more than lip service. 


OPA estimates that every three 


months now there is a saving of 
about 65 million miles in the use 
of motor vehicles. 


There is this side of the story, 


they say: 


Until the war came, there was 


widespread misuse of government- 
owned motor vehicles — and this 
means state and county-owned— 
with haphazard supervision on the 
use of the machines. ' 


For instance: 
Since the war 


one state found that its automo- 
biles were being used only 37 per 
cent of the time. But with an ad- 
ministrator checking- and with the 
vehicles placed in a pool to be 
called on when needed, full use Is 
made of the machines.

The OPA officials say Washing- 


ton. 
Iowa. New Hampshire and 


South Dakota have found the pro- 


gram so worthwhile that they have 
passed state laws making super- 
vision of mileage a permanent 
thing.

It has provided a check on the 


use of government cars-where no 
check existed before. 


OPA officials say that about 


700.000 passenger cars, motor- 
cycles and commercial-type 'vehi- 
cles arc owned by various govern- 
ment units—federal, state and lo- 
cal. 


In addition: 
Thousands of pri- 


vately owned automobiles are driv- 
en in the government service. 
' The system is simple: 
A state 


administrator 
of mileage is ap- 


pointed. He either takes control 
personally or deputizes assistants 
down the line.
